The news that Massachusetts’s finances 

are in even worse shape than previously 
thought was not exactly a surprise. Still, the 
numbers are sobering. Tax receipts are falling. 
The budget deficit — already projected at $156 
million — is expected to grow by another $400 
million in the next few months. The whop- 
ping $556 million shortfall means that another 
750 State jobs will be cut and sooo unpaid fur- 
loughs will required. This the third time 
Patrick has announced emergency budget cuts 
in seven months. And it will not 
be the last. State finances are only 
going to get worse. 

All this makes the leg- 
islature’s failure act tax 
proposals advanced Governor 
Patrick four months ago 
shameful almost criminally 
so, when you consider that Sen- 
ate President Therese Murray 
and House Speaker Robert DeLeo 
had know this was coming.

When the Berlin Wall fell, in 1989, it fell 
quickly. Joyful Berliners reduced most of the 
structure to rubble within months, and 20 
years later, little evidence remains. 

After watching a generation come of age 
in a united city, American-born engineer 
and virtual-reality artist Tamiko Thiel of 
Munich and German architect/artist 
Teresa Reuter of Berlin (collectively, the T+T 
artist group) set out to recreate the walled 
experience. The result was a work titled 
Virtuelle Mauer/ReConstruct he Wall (2008), 
an interactive, three-dimensional 
virtual-reality simulation of the parti 
tioned German capital, which opens next 
week at Boston’s Goethe-Institut in conjunc 
tion with the Boston CyberArts Fe 

Visitors use a joystick to n 
first-person perspective 
of adjacent 1980s Mitte in 
East Berlin and bohemian Kreuzberg in the 
West — projected life-size on a nine-by-12- 
foot screen. Along the way, they encounter 
typical characters, such as a woman with a 
Kreuzberg accent wearing tiger-print pants 
and a green pixie cut, whose nondescript 
American companion keeps tossing in 
phrases like “Pretty wild!” The characters 
describe the city’s transformation in German 
and English. Otherwise, the streets are ee 
rily deserted — as they would have been near 
the wail, recalls Goethe-Institut program 
coordinator Annette Klein. 

Thiel, a Stanford and MIT-trained engi- 
neer who moved to Munich in the mid 1980s 
for art school, remembers the wall from 
visits to East Berlin with her friend Reuter

Even the address of this outré club gives you a 
hint that something unusual is going down. 


That extra “half” in 186% Hampshire Street could 
well be the difference between a pedestrian, lack- 
luster bar band (yawn), or a pulse-quickening, 


mind-blowing musical experience. A (literally 
hidden gem, OUTPOST is not visible from the 
street — you have to walk along the side of the 
building to enter. Small and unassuming, the 
space is built on risk and chance, which of course 
always leaves the possibility for audience mem 
bers to be confused or disappointed. But the risk 
is almost always rewarding, and as John Cage put 
it: “I can't understand why people are frightened 
of new ideas. I'm frightened of the old ones.” 
Outpost celebrates the fringe of all artistic forays, 
usually heavy on improvisation. A sample of 
concert descriptions from the past few months 
includes “world and funk inspired jazz,” “adven- 
tures in sound,” “solo drums,” and “space music 
from the other side of the universe,” in addition 
to the thoroughly unique “The Whimsy!” bohe- 
mian vaudeville open-mic night.

CHINATOWN EATERY THAT LIVES ITS NAME

After series unimpressive Chinese 
restaurants (and one Korean place) 
had vacated the premises, this odd double- 
storefront reopened with silly name and 
actually delivers on it. All the food we had 
did taste great! (Good thing, because if the 
restaurant failed in this department, the 
jokes in this column would practically write 
themselves.) 

addition overly long and perhaps 
misleading bilingual dinner menu, there 
are blackboard specials in Chinese only, a 
separate menu dim sum mornings and 
weekends, and bakery loaded with 
treats — which no one even of- 


important with fried food. You could prob- 
ably likewise split the Clams in Black-Bean 
Sauce entrée ($8.95) as an appetizer. The 
English menu listed this dish twice, each 
backed by different Chinese characters. 
After some discussion with the waiter, we 
decided on the second one, reputed to be 
spicier. This was a terrific plate piled with 
little-neck size clams in the shell, bits of 
pork, garlic, ginger, garlic — did I mention 
garlic? — and a little bit of hot pepper, in 
easily managed rings. But the black beans 
and/or black-sauce it was named for were 
indiscernible. 

More substantially, a Steak Fil- 


fered with dinner, were with Chinese Broccoli Oyster 


too full to protest. Our best guess 
for mining the complicated menu 
was to stick with southern Chi- 
nese specialties. 

The appetizer list was rather 
short, so we went right to soups, 
and were delighted with “Orange 
Flavor with Clams and Chinese 
Parsley” ($6.25/small; $9.95/medium; 
$14.95/large). The medium portion served 
about eight to 10 bowls. This soup has a 
clear, light stock like the chicken-pork 
“superior stock” used in almost all Chinese 
restaurants, but was aromatized with bits of 
orange peel and lots of fresh cilantro. Small 
calico clams served in the shell are easily 
picked out with chopsticks or a fork. 

For our real appetizer we had an entrée 
order of Stir-Fried Squid with Spicy Salt 
($8.95). It had a good balance of seasoning, 
and came to the table very quickly, as is so 
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Penang 


Sauce ($13.95) is the kind of dish Chi- 
nese restaurants have been serving 
to beef-hungry Anglo-Americans for 
150 years, but was much improved 
here with wonderfully sweet Chinese 
broccoli and lots of black mushrooms 
and a few carrots, all in a dark, sa- 
vory sauce. 

Duck was out of stock, so we went with 
an order of Chicken Chunks with Snow Peas 
($8.25). Again, this is a Chinese-American clas- 
sic done impeccably. The chicken-breast meat 
was still juicy in a slight white sauce with 
entirely crisp snow peas and straw mushrooms 
for contrasting texture. 

An order of “Yu-Hsiang Eggplant” 
($8.50) — not listed on the English- 
language menu — was a bit of a surprise. 
Yu-hsiang (“fragrant like fish”) dishes are 
typically ginger-garlic-chile-enhanced 
Szechuan stir-fries, but this turned out to

be a southern-styled hot pot. It was the 
first dish we ordered and the last to ar- 
rive, since all hot pots here (listed under 
“casserole specials”) are made to order and 
take 20 minutes. It was worth the wait, 
though, as this was a rich eggplant of- 
fering, perhaps too mushy in texture for 
some people, but with a flavor made more 
complex by a bean paste (maybe even a 


fermented-shrimp paste) that didn't domi- 


nate and added layers of complexity. 
The chef’s Mixed Seafood Chow Foon 


($7.95) didn’t have the wok-char of the great- 


est chow foon I've ever tasted. Then again, 
I've never sent back a plate of these soft, 
broad rice noodles. Plus, this one had a very 
interesting stew scallops, squid, phony 
crab (a Japanese invention), and slices of 


ton! 


other fresh white sauce with crunchy 
veggies and soft mushrooms. 

The complimentary tea looks 
strong but quaffs well, and water was 
refilled frequently. There is also a 
refrigerator of sodas and drinks. The 
white rice is great: aromatic, yet sticky 
enough to eat with chopsticks even if 
you came to chopsticks late in life. 

Compared with another small 
Chinatown restaurant, the Gourmet 
Dumpling House, recently reviewed 
in these pages by MC Slim JB, I found 
Great Taste to be less openly exotic — 
and lacking in most of the Taiwanese 
dishes featured at the Dumpling 
House. I suspect Macao might be the 
reference point for Creat Taste, as 
several things were described as being 
Portuguese. 

That said, for a party that wants 
to mix real southern Chinese food 
with Chinese-American favorites, you 
could hardly do better anywhere in 
Chinatown. Service was quite quick 
on an early weekend night, with the 
concomitant random arrival of dishes 
as they must have come from the 
kitchen. Certainly the freshness of each dish 
as itarrived wasexemplary. ©

has reached state equilibrium. 
The series has seen triumphs (the first 
two games) and tragedies (On Tour and 
Aerosmith), but for the most part it’s been 
bumping along ever since Neversoft took 
the development reins from Harmonix.

director Diane Paulus won’t mind you 
keep your cellphone on. At least she won't 
during The Donkey Show, the 1970s-disco gloss 
on A Midsummer Night's Dream she concocted 
with writer husband Randy Weiner in 1998 
and set to the dance-fueled anthems of Don- 
Summer and Sister Sledge. This party 
show, which ran for six years Off Broadway 
and has become signature the Obie-win- 
ning director’s propulsive, audience-immer- 
sive style, will introduce Paulus to ART loyal- 
ists and recruits when it opens in August in 
nightclub custom-designed for Zero 
Arrow Theatre. The show, explains the direc- 
tor, “has been all over the world. It’s been to 
Seoul, London, France, Edinburgh, Madrid. 
But has not had another professional in- 
the United States. think that’s 
because pushes boundaries what the 
‘mission’ of this theater asks us to do.” 


The Donkey Show kicks off one of three festi- = 


vals that are the theme setters. This 
one, called “Shakespeare Exploded,” also

Best of Both Worlds will unfold at the 
Loeb Drama Center, but Sleep No More, which 
invites audiences wander through 
art installation, will take place off site. 

Neither the works Paulus will direct 
contains a word actually written by Shake- 
speare, but she compares The Donkey Show with 
a trip to the Bard’s stomping grounds none- 
theless.

The the details Fox’s new 
animated series, Sit Down, Shut Up, but I 
wish he’d gotten more involved the 
main elements well like stories. 

The show, adapted Arrested Development 
creator Mitch Hurwitz from short-lived 
live-action Australian series about dispas- 
sionate, eccentric high-school teachers, 
boasts gags that feel they’d sauntered 
past the lax standards-and- 
practices department and were intended 
for those who snicker under their breath 
rather than laugh. 

The school question shares the slyly 
smutty name the small Florida fish- 
ing town where it’s set: Knob Haven. (It’s 
less sly but more smutty you’re familiar 
with British vernacular.) The school’s 
team name the Baiters (another knob 
reference). One teacher’s name is Larry 
Littlejunk. point the school mar- 
quee reads “F U SH TS”; a carnival booth 
the background another scene offers 
the ever-popular “SALAD TOSS.” bag 
peanuts falls, apropos nothing, from 
character’s athletic supporter. character 
with established predilection for porn 
(or, calls it, “my filthies”) insists, 
“Pacific Rim cooking magazine.” 

only Hurwitz and his brain trust had 
expended much energy the jokes that 
aren’t throw-aways and the story lines. 
It’s the writers had decided early 
that the show run any longer 
than the episodes its Aussie counterpart 
did (Fox currently planning air five) 
and had opted slip many subver- 
sive gags they could. 

Sit Down, Shut features voice work 
primarily from Arrested Development (Jason 
Bateman, Will Arnett, Henry Winkler) 


and Saturday Night Live (Will Forte, Kenan 
Thompson, Cheri Oteri) alumni, with 

the occasional vocal ringer (helium- 
voiced Kristin Chenoweth and SpongeBob 
SquarePants’ Tom Kenny). The visuals get 

lot out little cheesy Flash anima- 
tion plays out over real-world photograph- 
backgrounds. 

The premiere episode introduces 
the educators, who seem content leave 
every child behind.

Acting princi- 
pal Sue Sezno (Thompson, in a role bet- 
ter than any SNL has cooked for him) 
has nothing but contempt for her new 
assistant, Stuart (Forte) — but then, ev- 
eryone hates Stuart. Arnett voices pretty 
much the same character played Ar- 
rested Development, a clueless nitwit who’s 
grandiosely self-absorbed; Winkler plays 
beleaguered German teacher named 
Deutschebog (think “Douchebag”). Oteri 
essays high-strung librarian named 
Helen Klench and Kenny gives voice 
embittered custodian named Happy who 
May may not terrorist, though 
hardly matters both clichés, 
one ancient, one recent. There’s a stereo- 
typed gay character, too. 

Sloppily constructed, the story lines 
are means the ingeniously coiled 
absurdist plots Arrested Development.

It’s hard to say at this point whether the 
“top” awaits the spunky Seattle synth-pop 
outfit, but there’s debating their speedy 
Just couple years ago, they were 
trio still high school, hardly taking 
themselves seriously (ergo the band name), 
and just starting play tiny shows around 
the city, armed only with synthesizers, 
drum machines, call-and-response vocals, 
uninhibited fashion sense, enough pep 
shame a squad of cheerleaders, and nascent 
songs about beards, side ponytails; staying 
cool, and looking fresh. their very first 
gig, they had a 25-minute slot and only 15 
minutes’ worth material, they impro- 
vised some skits between tunes.

Already 
their résumé: tours with Matt Kim, 
CSS, and the Faint, plus a well-received 
debut LP, last year’s Glistening Pleasure 
(Team Swan) — 13 irrepressible new- 
wave/disco-influenced tracks which 
they bring bear the full power their 
vigor and youth. 


“It’s been intense,” says Price the 
attention that’s come their way, and the 
abrupt change lifestyle. mean, don’t 
think any had any intention play- 
ing professionally. was very much for 
fun, like, ‘Oh, here’s something to do 
because don’t have anything else 
right now.

Thursday’s Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra concert, and they didn’t leave 
Symphony Hall feeling excited about 
classical music and eager to come back, 
then classical music even more 
trouble than thought. The excitement 
echoed and re-echoed extended and 
enthusiastic ovations. 

This was the Symphony Hall debut 
wonderful young musician, BSO as- 
sistant conductor Shi-Yeon Sung, who 
was born Korea years ago. Last 
summer at Tanglewood, she led the first 
two Elliott Carter pieces landmark 
concert at Seiji Ozawa Hall (the first time 
the BSO had played program entirely 
devoted Carter): his recent Horn Con- 
certo, a BSO commission, and his Three 
Illusions for Orchestra (one section of which, 
the brief Micémicon, was another BSO 
commission). Challenging pieces, but 
they seemed hold terrors for Sung, 
and the performances were both accom- 
plished and convincing. 

This time, she chose program 
designed test the mettle any con- 
ductor, for other reason than its 
mind-boggling variety. She led off with 
Sibelius tone poem, the rarely performed 
The Bard, and followed with old war- 
horse, but one the BSO hadn’t actually 
played Symphony Hall since 1991, the 
Grieg Piano Concerto, with the elegant 
Brazilian virtuoso Nelson Freire. After 
intermission came two very different bal- 
let suites: Copland’s Appalachian Spring and 
Bartok’s The Miraculous Mandarin. The Sibe- 
lius actually sounded like Finnish music, 
darkly mysterious and inexorable (much 
more than Alan Gilbert’s BSO perfor- 
mance Sibelius’s Night Ride and Sunrise 
few weeks earlier), with Ann Hobson Pi- 
lot the bardic harpist. Then the Crieg 
sounded thoroughly Norwegian, with 
its buoyant dances, and the Copland 
sounded spaciously American. And the 
didn’t actually sound Hungarian 
(Bart6k wasn’t trying for that), least 
was wildly surrealistic, another world 
from anything else the program, with

pull off the Grieg. We’re used 
hearing pounded into showpiece, 
with its banging opening chords and 
sentimental slow movement.

The audience seemed overjoyed and 
many people stood cheer, aftera 
couple of curtain calls, Freire returned 
and played encore: piano arrange- 
ment the Dance the Blessed Spir- 
its from Gluck’s Orfeo Eurydice. Here 
was music that cried out for Freire’s 
exquisite touch and got spades. 
was every level some the most 
heavenly pianism I’ve ever heard, and 
brought tears eyes. Boston has 
had some pianistic disappointments 
late — Murray Perahia, Alexei Volodin, 
Lang Lang, and the worrisome cancel- 
lation Krystian Zimerman’s Celebrity 
Series recital (because “lingering 
illness”) — but Freire provided more 
than adequate compensation. wish 
played here more. (He has new 
Debussy album, and you missed the 
concert, you can still get idea his 
miraculous subtlety and delicacy.) 

prefer Copland’s Appalachian Spring 
in its original, lighter version for 13 in- 
struments, but if I have to hear it in his 
arrangement for full orchestra, I want 
hear performance like Sung’s. The 
opening dawn music really unfolded like 
the dawn.

six-stringer Lurrie Bell howls out Otis Rush's “My Love Will Never Die” as 


if he were fighting for the genre’s life. 

The subtitle describes the concept behind these 21 revisited classics, 
which are arranged to trace the music’s development from 1940 (John 
Lee “Sonny Boy” Williamson's “My Little Machine”) to the present 
(Buddy Guy’s “Damn Right, I've Got the Blues”). It also alludes to the 
session's leaders. Harmonica man Billy Boy Amoid and guitarist Primer 
are both part of the music’s second generation, apprentices of William- 
son and Waters, respectively. Daredevil player Bell is the son of harp leg- 
end Carey Bell, and Billie Branch learned harmonica from James Cotton, 
Junior Wells, Big Walter, and the senior Bell. 

They put their own artistic stamp on these tunes while remaining 
faithful to core arrangements and era-specific sounds. So Branch adds 
a little tonal vinegar to the tail of Junior Wells's “Hoodoo Man Blues,” 
and Primer’s amps hum with Chess-era distortion. The four frontmen 
enjoy the crack support of a back-up that includes Kenny Smith (son 
of Willie “Big Eyes” Smith) on drums and guitarist Billy Flynn, who 
elegantly slides and wah-wahs his way through Earl Hooker's signa- 
ture “Hooking It.” The ensemble playing captures the spare perfection 
of the '40s and ‘sos recordings that first translated the elements of 
Delta blues — 12-bar structures, slide guitar, call-and-response lines, 
African-rooted rhythms — to the beat and buzz of the big city. These 
performances aren't just retro — they're real.

AMADEUS THE STAMPEDE 
HOUSE OF BROKEN MIRRORS | 
Leedz/ Traffic | I've known Amadeus 
the Stampede for years. The first 
time we met was at the former 
Greater Good compound in Jamaica 
Plain — where co-defendant Jake the 
Snake resided, and where Amadeus 
was a couch-riding regular. Even 
back then I knew, from his short, 
aggressive banter, that this dude 
was chemically scrambled, and he's 
confirmed that prognosis several 
times since. But for a shattered MC 
whose life story reads like Basketball 
Diaries, Kids, 
and Requiem 
combined and 
set in modern 
black Boston, 
the leather- 
throated hard 
core rhyme 
horse has com- 
posed a focused solo debut. Whereas 
a lot of rappers allege to rhyme 
for catharsis, Amadeus wrestles 
demons by the horns. His track list 
is a prescription for addiction and 
degeneracy: “Deadly Toxins” with 
Reks, “Psycho” with Slaine, and “Pig 
Pen” with Lateb and Skinny are dark 
enough to bring nightmares.

Zidane chests the ball down, traps 
it, flicks it to teammates (Ronaldo, 
Raul, David Beckham, and Roberto 
Carlos all flit past), and makes the 
odd dizzying run through hapless 
defenders, but mostly the 32-year-old 
stands around, hoarding his resourc 
es, an aging lion, compiex and in- 
tense. He registers no emotion when 
Juan Roman Riquelme converts (off 
camera) a dodgy penalty awarded to 
Villarreal, and hardly more when 
his fine cross is headed home by 
Ronaldo for the equalizer; only dur- 
ing an exchange with Roberto Carlos 
does he smile. The intensity persists 
even after Real take the lead: in 
stoppage time he gets into a brief 
scuffle with Quique Alvarez and both 
men are sent off. We have no idea 
why Real won the match and no way 
to evaluate Zidane’s contribution: 
the filmmakers doubtless meant 
their effort as a tribute, but they
